ON SANITY QUESTION 


Hearing 
in Milwaukee Is 


First of its Kind in State's 
History 


Milwaukee —C/P)—;. An imposing- 


array of legal and. medical talent .to- 
day continued the trial of Mrs!. Jos- 
ephine Ribansky, 44, the first person 
in the history of the state exercising- 
the right of a jury trial .to deter- 
min a question of sanity. That right 
was clarified by. a recent: decision 
of the supreme court which upset 
procedure of Wisconsin - courts in 
committing insane persons. 


For six years, Mrs. Ribansky was 


confined in the hospital for the 
insane in Oshkosh. Arrested in 1925 
on a shoplifting charge, she was 
sent to the hospital by Judge George 
A. Shaushnessy without trial on the 
charge on which she was appre- 
hended. The judge, in accordance 
with precedent, had acted on the ad- 
vice of allienists.' 


The sanity question Is now being 


decided by a jury, and Mrs. Riban- 
sky exhibited a lively interest In the 
proceedings. She directed that one 
juror be stricken because she feared 
prejudice. 


, On the witness stand Mrs. Riban- 
sky told' of a long series of- alleged 
persecutions, in a Milwaukee home 
where she was employed, in the 
house of correction where she once 
served a term, and by a -doctor 
against whom 
she made 
serious 
charges. 


The state Is endeavoring to estab- 


lish that Mrs. Ribansky Is suffering 
from dementia praecox of the paran- 
oiac type.

Frank C. Studley, one of the alie- 
nists whoss findings in 1925 resulted 
In the committment of Mrs. Rib- 
ansky, commonly exhibit delusions 
of persecution.

Dr. A. H. Weston of Lawrence col- 
lege, who spent ,some time in Italy 
last year, explained political condi-

stated that "Fascism is openly and 
'abominably a revolutionary regime 
and a dictatorship." 


Briefly outlining the history of 


,the movement, Dr. Weston traced Its 
origin to the hectic 
political and 


economic conditions which followed 
the world war. "Since the Italian 
government was incapable of pre- 
serving order, a group calling them- 
selves tho Fascist! party took the 
law into their own hands and met 
the situation," he said. "Then, in Oc- 
tober of 1922, occured the 
famous 


march on Rome, and the seisure of 
the government by the Fascist par- 
ty. 


Some of the good effects of the 
Fascist regime as pointed out by 
Dr. Weston are a prosperous and 
well managed country, efficient and 
punctual public service, and the fact 
that it has given the people a focus 
for their national loyalty and pat- 
riotic feelings. In the words of Dr. 
iWeston, "the country feelj that It Is 
on the threshold of a glorious fut- 
ure."

potism. Dr. Weston alleged that the 
whole political philosophy of Fas- 
c ,..i is anti-democratic and anti-lib- 
eral.

Mack, Miss Marie Klein, and Ken- 
neth Corbett. 


The. report seeks to show 
educa- 


tional facilities, social work methods, 
library, recreational, health facilities 
and fequipment existing for families 
living in rural communities adjacent 
to the community being studied. The 
report also seeks to bring out the im- 
portant relations between the town 
and the country 
area In trade, in- 


dustry, education, recreation 
and 


other interests. 
i In general, the committee points 
out, the reports Indicate little appre- 
ciation of any ties between town and 
country folks, except the commer- 
cial one. The town merchants have 
developed this to 
an extensive de- 


gree. 


Cooperation Lacking 


Education is set off in town and 


rural units; socially, there are found 
to be isolated examples of joint ac- 
tivities, separate affairs being the 
general rule. Health Is still a rsat- 
ter for the township. Social welfare 
is mixed, some counties 
operate on 


the county-wide system, some on the 
township system and some on the 
county and township system. Indus- 
try is divided on the farmer-worker 
basis. 


"Yet, as a matter of fact, in each 


of these fields the city dweller has 
much In common with the rural per- 
son," the report says. "Their sepa 
rate Interests are mutually advanced 
by joint educational systems, and by 
unifying all welfare 
work on the 


largest possible unit In keeping with 
convenience and efficiency." 


The report shows that Appleton 


has 4,600 families living In. Its gener- 
al trade area, with from one third to 
one half of this number coming to 
the city regularly to trade.

are five cooperative organizations in

cotmty. In 66 schools free text books 
are furnished the pupils. A total of

There 
are 1,900 children of high school age 
In the county, 1,200 of which are in 
schools.

ing would make safe drivers out of 
a lot of folk who are badly in need 
of just such an Intensive campaign." 


Manufacturers Help 


Another of Hinman's safety ideas 


is to have automobile manufactur- 
ers Include a series of these slogans 
with every new car sold. They would 
be attached to the dashboard In such 
a way that they would change auto 
matically every few miles. 


The latter plan has been tried out 


by some operators of bus fleets, al- 
though In a slightly different way. 
This method consists of placing a 
safety slogan in a small frame and 
hanging It up In each truck.

The United 
States has extended its moral support 
to the League of Nations in this crisis 
and if the League can find a ground 
for a common understanding between 
these two Oriental powers it will go 
a long ways toward strengthening the 
belief that world peace as a result of 
the influence of the League of Nations 
is not a remote possibility ,but a real- 
ity. 
If the League fails in its efforts 


the situation will indeed be disheart- 
ening and the machinery that has been 
set up for the establishment of world 
peace will be in disrepute. 


China is looking towards the League 


and the Kellogg signatories to fulfil 
their solemn obligations, and President 
Chiang Kai-Shek says that China will 
not hesitate to make the supreme sac- 
rifice—bankrupt the country for half 
a century and go to war if immediate 
steps are not taken to iron out the dif- 
ferences between the two nations. It 
•would not be difficult to bring these

together, 
and 
the 
League 


should act u it -,s to maintain the re- 
»ptct of the world. 


ROVING YOUNG MEN 


Although one ordinarily supposes 


that it is the old men who are most in 
need of charity in a time of depression, 
the head of a "wayfarers' lodge" in a 
large middle western city revealed the 
other day that-most of the wanderers 
helped by his organization lately have 
been young men—men under 30, in the 
vast majority ot cases. 


Perhaps this is just another reflec- 


tion of youth's restlessness. When hard 
times come the old man is apt to find 
some sort of haven and stick to it. 
Being wise in the ways of adversity, 
he lets well enough alone. 
But the 


young man is likely to go adventuring 
and see if he can't better himself by go- 
ing to some distant field. 


In the very nature of things a young 


man is a rover. 
A depression simply 


accentuates it. 
If his own town has 


no job for him, the next town proba- 
bly will; if that fails, there are other 
towns, and in one or another of them, 
given any luck at all, there will be 
something doing-. 


So, after a while, the 
young man 


finds himself a long way from home, 
and has to hunt up a breadline and free 
flop-house. 


This, at the present time, simply - 


means an added strain for the chari- 
table organizations. 
Yet this eternal 


tendency of youth to look for some- 
thing better on the other side of the 
next hill can occasionally bring about 
mighty convulsions in the history of a 
nation, and no nation has more rea- 
sons to know it than the United States. 


Who broke through the wilderness 


and peopled the great west? The 
young men, restless and dissatisfied 
in a narrow eastern world where jobs 
were few and opportunities were hard 
to grasp. From the beginning of the 
19th century onwards, the empty land 
toward the sunset was a beacon for 
these "men under 30" who couldn't 
make a go of it at home. 
' Like their brothers of 1931, the 


young men went roving. They were 
illogical, foolish very often, poorly pre- 
pared for the change; but they created 
a tremendous empire, and today we 
speak of them as pioneers, and honor 
them. 


Their spirit is moving the young men 


again. The empty west is gone, and 
there is no frontier for them to pass. 
But when they land in the breadlines 
of strange cities we needn't wag our 
beards too solemnly. They are simply 
pioneers in a land that needs pioneers 
no longer. 


CHRISTMAS TREES ON FARMS 


The U. S. Department of Agriculture 


suggests Christmas trees as a new crop 
for farmers to 
cultivate on some of 


their less profitable acres. There is a 
market for Christmas trees in every 
town and city and, with urban popula- 
tion 
growing 
rapidly, the 
market 


should increase. 
So far the bulk of 


Christmas trees come from natural tim- 
berlands. 
Coming from 
great 
dis- 


tances to the population centers, the 
trees must be cut long ahead of time 
and bundled tightly together for long- 
distance shipping. There is damage to 
many trees in this method. There is 
also great forest waste.

Germans not 
afraid of break of diplomatic rela- 
tion* which simply means they can 
go ahead and do what they please 
attack us if they win."

ed, had spoken to him of "the great 
hatred the military and naval people 
have for America."

Ever since the deflation In farm 


values began in 1920-21 the farmer 
has complained that 
the limited 


ability of banks, Insurance com- 
panies and other financial institu- 
tions to rediscount farm 
mortgage 


paper through the federal reserve 
system has made it extremely 
dif- 


ficult to get adequate loans. 


If Hoover's proposal that "eligi- 


bility provisions of the federal re- 
serve act 
be broadened" contem- 


plates $he addition "of farm mort- 
gages torthe classification of prop- 
erty eligible"for.rediscount^ agricul- 
ture may hope for a more liberal 
policy by national aria state bank 
authorities in the matter -of prop- 
erty loans. 
Difficult To Get Loans 


It is currently charged In farm 


circles that from the time the fed- 
eral reserve board increased the re- 
discount rate on farm paper with- 
out changing the rate on other se- 
curities,- the common reply of bank 
officials to farm applicants 
has 


been: 
"We have received Instructions 


not to lend1 anyone money, no mat- 
ter how much farm land he may 
own or whether it is clear of debt, 
unless he can show liquid assets 
(usually 
commercial 
securities) 


which readily can be converted into 
cash," or "the directors don't like 
chattel mortgages and the banking 
department won't let the bank take 
them." 
Should the president's plan be 


interpreted to liberalize acceptance 
of farm land and 
buildings as 


mortgage security, it is believed 
there »ay be fewer foreclosures 
and less land forced 
on an 
un- 


willing market. It also is thought 
that banks .will not have to cut 
property appraisals so low to gain 
approval of the examiners that-the 
size of farm loans are almost nil 
and that interest 
rates 
to 
the' 


farm may decline. 


In President 
Hoover's 
second 


remedy—federal investment in fed- 
eral land bank stock—agriculture 
sees the 
twofold 
possibility 
of 


easier credit in the future and per- 
haps the 
opportunity to 
borrow 


from the government in liquidating 
indebtedness to

When the federal farm loan act 


•was passed in 1916 "With the idea of 
giving the farmer long time credit 
at interest not to exceed 6 per cent, 
congress supplied the 
12 federal 


land banks with a capital of about 
$9,000,000. 


Through some 4,600 farm loan as- 


sociations farmers 
have retired 


about 99 2-3 per cent of that stock 
and 
invested approximately $66,- 


000,000 themselves. 


Limited to a 1 per cent profit on 


the money of Investors when loaned 
through affiliated 
organizations. to 


the farmer, the banks have suffered 
severely in .the general depression.

Manchuria Is New World Powder Keg 


Long the battle ground of ambi- 


tious nations is the Far East, Man- 
churia now threatens to replace the 
Balkan peninsula of Europe as the 
powder ke« of the world. 
The present Manchurian crisis, 


which threatens to precipitate a war 
which would involve more than 600,- 
000,000 of the world's population, is 
a direct outgrowth of the Chinese 
Nationalist party's "pro-China" pol- 
icy, which the Japanese government 
interprets as an anti-Japanese pol- 
icy.The 
series of 
recent incidents 


which resulted in Japan's newest 
occupation of important points in 
Manchuria 
including rioting 
by 


Chinese soldiers and students In sev- 
eral cities, in which Japanese lives 
and property were endangered. Jap- 
anese officials claim that Chinese of- 
ficials have no control over their 
soldiers and that they joined in the 
rioting after they had been ordered 
to stop it. That was the spark that 
touched off the present trouble and 
sent Japanese troops into China. 


Japanese subjects have been, at- 


tacked and In some instances killed 
in Manchuria. A notable case was the 
massacre at 
Kit-in of some 600 


Koreans, who are Japanese subjects, 
by Chinese soldiers under Vice Mar- 
shal Chang Hsueh-liang, Chinese 
war lord of Manchuria. 
These incidents -were followed by 


skirmishing between Japanese troops 
and Chinese soldiers and the occupa- 
tion1 of Mukden by the Japanese. 
Mukden is an important"strapshold 
in Manchuria and was then the cap-' 
:tal of the province. 
Japan, In a series of insistent notes 


given the Nanking government of 
China, has declared it must protect 
ts nationals in Manchuria, and has 
repeatedly demanded that China im- 
mediately cancel its boycott of Jap- 
anese goods. 


What Japan Claims 
Here's the story from the Japa- 


nese viewpoint: 
1. "Manchuria, both because of its 


geographical location and Its great 
natural resources, must always be 
of vital concern to Japan. Japanese 
money has helped develop this coun- 
try, and this investment is not one 
that Japan is willing to watch fall 
into the hands of soldiers but one 
step removed from banditry. 


2. The lives of Japanese subjects 


in Manchuria are in Immediate dan- 
ger because of the hostile attitude of 
:he Nanking government and the 
extreme anti-Japanese 
policy 
of 


Marshal Chang Hsueh-liang, 
war 


ord of Manchuria. As proof, 
the 


Japanese point to the Kirin "out- 
rage"' ih'wh'ich' they claim hundreds 
of their subjects were slaughtered 
by Chinese soldier-bandits. 


3.—Japanese occupation of Man- 


churia is necessary to maintain law 
and order. 


4. Japan will under no circum- 


stances "permit the return of Chang. 
Hsueh-liang to power in Manchuria. 
His anti-Japanese feeling is too well 
known and his inability to safeguard 
Japanese lives and property is al- 
ready proven. 


5. Japanese troops have fire'd only 


in self-defense or in reprisal for Chi- 
nese aggression during the present 
trouble. The bombing of Chinchow, 
Chang Hsueh-liang's present head- 
quarters, came only after the planes 
had been fired upon by Chinese 
troops. 


What China Claims 


The picture from the 
Chinese 


viewpoint is an entirely different one. 
Here are their answers to the Jap- 
anese claims: 


1. Manchuria has long been the 


apple of the ancient Japanese Em- 
pire's eye, and the present move is 
but another in a long chain meant 
for Japanese rule over this area of 
360,000 square miles and 30,000,000 
population. Japan does not want 
good Chinese government in Man- 
churia any more than It wants Chi- 
nese bandit government. It wants 
Japanese in control there. 


2. The Nanking government is 


willing to take full responsibility for 
the safety of Japanese subjects if 
Japanese troops are withdrawn from 
Manchuria and Shanghai and if 
Japanese warships are taken from 
Chinese waters. But ""will In no cir- 
cumstances undertake to suppress 
lawful patriotic movements," as the 
Japanese minister to China hag been 
informed.

5. The bombing of Chinchow and 


similar incidents during the. present 
trouble In Manchuria have been en- 
tirely without excuse. Many women 
and children were killed and public 
buildings destroyed.

Many of the names suggest brooks, 


trees, valleys, or views which might 
distinguish them, from other farms. 
There is a wide variety of names 
othat can easily be made by those

available on that very subject enti- 
tled, "Name the Farm." A copy may 
be obtained at the county agent's 
office. 


Examination of the records at the

Washington—Once upon a time 
our government appeared to cherish 
a theory that we and Great Britain, 
acting in concert, could rule the In- 
ternational roost.

for years she has been a thorny 
stumbling block in every American 
effort which Involved European co- 
operation. 
Finally the French position—mili- 
tary, economic and financial—has be- 
come so strong and the position of 
Britain—crippled and virtually at the 
mercy of the French gold hoard—So 
proportionately weak that the need 
of a change in method is so obvious 
that it can no longer be ignored. 


Hence President Hoover's invita- 


tion to Premier Laval. We are in for 
a series of personal conferences at 
which disarmament, debts and re- 
paration" and the gold situation are 
certain to lead the agenda and France 
expects to outline her ideas about 
"security" here frankly. The French 
Insist this is the first time we have 
been wilhr.g to listen.

As late as last June they were com. 


plaining that they had again been 
presented -with anaccomplished fact, 
without advance a consultation, In 
the Hoover moratorium proposal. It 
seemed to be a repetition of the old 
story of an Anglo-American under- 
standing which had ignored France. 
Anxious days of negotiation Which 
followed at Paris appeared to dem- 
onstrate finally that, whatever the 
merits of our position in various at- 
tempts, we couldn't get away with 
that sort of thing. Our high officials 
are no fonder of France, but what 
•with the sad plight of our British 
friends, the fact that France now al- 
most completely dominates Europe 
and shares with us possession of 
three-fourths of all the gold, and the 
vital necessity of French co-opera- 
tion in any successful disarmament 
conference or any extension of the 
moratorium, it's no wonder that 
Hoover is glad to confer with Laval. 
The French appear to be even more 
delighted because they feel their 
European pre-eminence has at last 
been recognized.

conference, demanded more and more 
security concessions, held up the 
Hoover moratorium and built up 
huge gold supremacy in Europe.

Franca will be more amiable now 
that she se«ms to be getting the con 
sideration she has always demanded 
She has demanded a lot of other 
things, too, and it is impossible to 
guess what may be achieved after 
Laval explains some of them to 
Hoover.

TODAY'S POINTER 


As in war, surprise is the es- 
sential factor 
in psychological 
tactics against opponents in Con- 
tract. The bid (or sometimes the 
absence of a bid) which misin- 
forms the enemy and leads him to 
make a wrong assumption is a 
surprise bid. Under this general 
heading are grouped many dif- 
ferent kinds of surprise bids 
variously k n o w n 
as 
"bluff," 


"camouflage," or "psychic" bids. 
Surprise tactics are 
perfectly 
ethical and are sanctioned among 
the 
best 
players provided no 
private 
understanding 
of 
any 
kind exists between partners. It 
is the basis of Card Constitution 
that anyone has a right to bid 
and play his hand as he sees fit; 
it is the basis of Card Ethics that 
a private understanding between 
partners, be it even tacit, is a 
gross violation of the code of 
sportsmanship, 
amounting 
to 
cheating. With 
this 
stringent 
proviso surprise bids are a leg- 
itimate and interesting part of 
Contract tactics. They are emin- 
ently fair because in attempting 
to misinform the opponents the 
same and sometimes even greater 
chance is taken of misleading the 
partner.
